ONE of the biggest problems con- 
nected with the recent World Soccer 
Series played in Australia was the 
allocation of venues for matches. 

Whoever made the final decision 
made some bad decisions. 

In fairness to the promoter, Peter 
Sheean, his anxiety to take the games 
to places like the Melbourne Cricket 
Ground and Sydney Cricket Ground 
was reasonable. 

Sheean was charging a lot of 
money for what were, basically, just 
friendly games. 

He thought it desirable to ensure 
maximum comfort for the paying cus- 
tomers — hence the move to Cricket 
grounds where there is far more seat- 
ing accommodation than at Soccer 
grounds.

IS Australian Soccer too aggressive? 


In Adelaide, the decision to play at 
the Aussie Rules home, Football Park, 
for one match proved wise. 

There were 20,000 people at Foot- 
ball Park to see Australia play Juven- 
tus and the homely Hindmarsh could 
never have handled such a crowd. 


On the other hand, there was surely 
no necessity to use the MCG for the 
Melbourne matches. 

Unlike Sydney, Melbourne is bles- 
sed with an excellent Soccer stadium. 

Olympic Park has a perfect playing 
surface, brilliant floodlighting, and 
room for at least 35,000 spectators in 
comparative comfort. 


Admittedly, the majority of people at 
Olympic Park would have had to 
stand. And the series promoters can- 
not charge as much for standing room 
as for seats. 

But there has never been any agita-

tion in thie ipastinar big ganrisetta to be 
taken away from Olympic Park. 

We heard no complaints from the 
fans about discomfort, even though 
major attractions like AS Roma, Man- 
chester United (with a full team and 
in their prime) and New York Cosmos 
were presented at the ground. 

In Sydney, the SCG has never been 
a suitable venue for Soccer. Players 
dislike the playing surface and the 
spectators are too far from the action. 

In addition, there is a depressing 
lack of atmosphere when some 5,000 
People are spread around a ground 
which has a 50,000 capacity. 

Sydney Sports Ground is not an 
ideal venue, mainly because there is 
little cover for people if it is a wet day: 
also the floodlights are hardly bright 
enough. 

But more than 30,000 were accom- 
modated there when Pele and his 


Santos team played at the Sports 
Ground — a tremendous occasion 
with magical atmosphere. 

Looking at the situation in Brisbane, 
Lang Park — Rugby League ground 
or not — was the only sensible place 
to stage the World Series games. 

QSF headquarters at Perry Park is 
certainly not big enough for big 
games. 

And the “recognised” Soccer ven- 
ues like Richlands and Spencer Park 
could not even be considered. 

But we all learn from our mistakes. If 
there is another World Series here 
next year, no doubt the promoters will 
think long and hard about the most 
suitable grounds on which to play the 
matches. 

We must hope the MCG and SCG 
are both crossed off the list. 

If they are, the players will all be 
delighted.

treatment rooms. 

In Europe, the clubs 
had not 20 per cent of 
the injuries experi- 
enced by the English 
professionals. 

And now these En- 
glish professionals are 
complaining about the 
over-physical quality 
of our game. 

With so much leeway 
being given to the 
brutish part of our ‘game, 
skill, which finds it- 
self already struggling 
to survive in modern Soc- 
cer because of pressure 
defence, can be total- 


v 


ly nullified. 

It needs the au- 
thorities to penalise 
over-physical play far 
more severely, to give 
skill the chance to 
flower. And just to 
protect players from 
being. crippled. 

Over-lenient re- 
ferees, who book and send 
players off for word-of- 
mouth offences, yet 
Tet Soccer thuggery go 
unchecked, are the big- 
gest menace to the 
health of players in 
Soccer today. 

Strong referees, who 
know the game,.not just 
rules, are needed. 

So are strong adminis- 
trators to back them up.

ball, things must be 
right’ at the top — and 
that means the leader- 
ship. 

All leadership posi- 
tions in a football 
league set-up — the 
post of chairman, deputy 
chairman and the com- 
plete management com- 
mittee — must be fil 
led by people with 
rect club affil 
tions. 

If this is not so, 
success will never be 
achieved. 

If I was the member of 
a Soccer social club 
that was p! up an 
NSL team to the tune 
of around a quarter- 
million dollars a year, I 
would want people who 
were spending the money 
to call the shots. 

The time has now come 
to realise that the 
quicker the Melbourne 
and New South Wales 
clubs are left to run 
their own affairs the 
better. 

The Soccer scenes in 
both cities are en- 
tirely different and 
to attempt to run a com- 
bined club scene is im- 
possible to achieve. 

Also Sydney fans are 
just not interested 
in watching Victorian 
teams, or any other in- 
terstate club teams, 
on a regular basis. 

In such a situation 
it is plain folly to con- 


tinue flying teams 
around the eastern sea- 
board of Australia to 
play in front of a few 
hundred spectators. 

The answer for the 
Sydney clubs is to go in- 
to a ‘‘NSW Super 
League”. 

And for this to happen 
talks with the NSW

The NSL problem with 
the ASF was of course 
over sponsorship money of 
around $250,000 — spon- 
sorship money that in 
fact was obtained by the 
NSL but later 
refused, 


In my opinion, the 
clubs should demand to be 
informed of all the 
facts in this sponsor- 
ship money muddle. 


People often tell 
me they feel sorry for. 
the NSL clubs in their 
present plight. 

I don’t, for it’s 
the clubs’ own fault. 
If they are willing to 
go along with the pre- 
sent situation where 
personality clashes and 
politics are being al- 
lowed to over-ride the 
main issues then they 
deserve all that is com- 
ing their way. 


It indeed is a sad 
scene and one that must 
be rectified quickly 
for the sake of the game 
in this country.

THE South Australian Sports Institute (SASI) is delighted 


at its link with the SA Soccer Federation. 


For two years, it has 
provided 24 scholarship 
positions to leading 
South Australian youth 
players. During that 
time, SA has twice 
been runners-up in the 
National Youth Champ- 
ionships. 

Last year they went 
down to Victoria 0-5 in 
the final, after having 
beaten the Vics 3-2 in 
the opening round. 

‘This year the same two 
States contested 
the final, with SA 
narrowly going under to a 
single goal scored late 
in the game. 

In both years, SASI 
has provided all but one 
of the 16 players in the 
State Youth squad. 


Programme 


In charge of the SASI 
squad is SA director of 
coaching Mike Wells, who 
had this to say about the big 
improvement in his charges 


year: 

“After last year’s 
heavy defeat in the fi- 
nal, I decided to. intro- 
duce a build-up programme 
based on much of what Ihad 
learned in Brazil. 


“Firstly, through 
the SASF I set-up a 
technical commission 
which comprised excel- 
lent personnel like 
Nick Bojanic, Mario 
Danieli, John Perin and 
Uros Zivkovic. 

“This commission is 
based on ideas given to me 
by former Brazilian na- 
tional coach Carlos Par- 
teira and is similar to 
the type of structure 
which now exists in most 
clubs of Brazil as well 
as with the national 
teams. 

“As a chief coach to 
_ SASI, my function was 
to design the overall 
programme, select play- 

le 


tactical coaching. 


“The other members 
were delegated 
specialist work in the 
technical areas, but 
were also employed as 
consultants without 
inhibiting their own 
innovations. 


“The important 
facets in what turned 
out to be a most success- 
ful campaign was the har- 
mony which existed, the 
keeness of the techni- 
cal commission staff and 
the mere fact that our 
principles regarding 
the game were iden- 
tical.” 
Aim 
According to Wells, the 
work he is achieving 
through the SA Sports Insti- 
tute is not just geared to 
preparing sides for the na- 
tional youth and junior 
championships. 


It is largely aimed at 
supplementing the work 
being carried at club 
level with a view to 
carrying out specialist 
coaching designed to im- 
prove some of SA brigh- 
test young players at 
the most critical stage 
in their playing 
careers. 


Five have already 
graduated into the Na- 
tional Soccer League. 


‘They are Alex Tobin of 
Adelaide City and John 
Panagis, Steve 
Papadoopoulos, Nick 
Malavazos and Theo 
Stamatelopoulos of 
West Adelaide. 


Another yery impor- 
tant aspect has been 
to stimulate talented 
coaches not currently 
tied to clubs. 


Assisting Wells di- 
rectly with the Youth 
side this year was Pe- 
rin, whilst Bojanic has 
been assigned to the 
junior side.
